Tb^"^enerulization from the facts obtained h 
that 'iu our day UiHra is barely oue g.illon in 
a liundtetl thuiiaaiid inanuraol urcd ilial is not 
adulloraied or Oaillv rectiiied.' '1 his may be 
a rather broad Btalemi.'i t, bul it is eubstau- 
tially justified by tbe lajts. Al all events it 
Ib Dndoubttdly true that even those who can 
afford to pay the bighesi prices for liquor;, 
at tbe most rppuiable bars, will In a majority 
of ca«e», Jrir.k an aiiullerated and poiaooom 
articlo. ii is iliis Cuct lliat uccnuiila for the 
fearful rava gea ol di.-ease among ihe faahion- 
able drink ers tliedny. The odullcraled 
liqixora deraujjo lha Rysteai, onuao a loorbiil 
condition which demands a continuaoca ol 
tbe poiaoo, creie tbe braio, aod make prc 
mataie draokarda. This feariol and incun- 
trovertiblo fact abould be bnraed into ilie 
mind of every young mao ia Ibe coanlry.
